Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13,16,19,30-32,34 and 35 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art of record fails to fairly teach or suggest applicant's process for forming a 
calcined mesoporous aluminosilicate via protozeolitic aluminosilicate seeds formed using 
a structure director selected from organic onium ions, alkali metal ions or mixtures 
thereof, reacting with surfactants, aging the mixture, separating the composition and 
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calcining said composition so that the composition does not exhibit Bragg x-ray 
reflections of an atomically ordered zeolite, which would be expected under calcination. 

Prior art of record fails to fairly teach or suggest applicant's process for forming a 
mesoporous aluminosilicate composition comprising reacting sodium silicate at basic pH 
with sodium aluminate with the specific molar ratio, aging for up to 48 hours to form 
zeolite seeds, reacting with surfactants, acidifying the mixture with a protonic acid to 
obtain an OH7(Si+AI) ratio in the range of 0.10 to 10, aging again then separating the 
composition from the mixture. 

Prior art of record fails to fairly teach or suggest applicant's process for forming a 
mesoporous aluminosilicate composition comprising providing zeolite seeds and reacting 
with an organic surfactant, aging the mixture between 20-200 °C to obtain a precipitate 
and separating the composition from the mixture.
